— The special grand jury, which 
has been investigating pardons and 
paroles, m ay be reconvened next 
week to inquire into activities of the 
G erm an-A m erican Bund and its 
N azi youth cam ps in Ohio, A tto r­ 
ney G eneral H erbert S. Duffy said 
today. 
The attorney general a week ago 
started 
an 
investigation of the 
N azi 
organization, 
w hich 
has 
youth cam ps located a t Cleveland, 
C incinnati and Dayton. 
A t th a t 
tim e he w rote to F ritz Kuhn, New 
York, national chairm an of the 
G erm an-A m erican Bund, request 
ing him to furnish nam es of local 
chairm en in Ohio, officials of the 
youth cam ps, and other data. 
Since then tw o representatives 
of the attorney general’s depart 
m ent have been m aking an investi­ 
gation, a t D uffy’s direction, to de 
term ine w hether the Nazi group in 
Ohio has been violating any state 
laws. 
T heir report, according to 
Duffy, will be subm itted to him to­ 
day or tom orrow. 


WARM SPRING S. Ga., M arch 31— (U P )— W hite House attach es 
routed new spaper correspondents assigned to President Roosevelt from 
bed early today and handed them copies of a letter which the P resi­ 
dent had w ritten to an unnam ed friend to defend the governm ent 
reorganization bill and to deny th a t he aspired to be an A m erican 
dictator. 
Mr. Roosevelt w rote his friend: 
“ (A) I have no inclination to be a dictator. 
“ (B) I have none of the qualifications which would m ake me a 
successful dictator. 
“ (C) I have m uch historical background and too m uch knowledge 
of existing dictatorships to m ake me desire any form of dictatorship 
for a dem ocracy like the U nited S tates of A m erica.” 


C am paign 40 Y ears Old 


The President then entered into a detailed discussion of the govern­ 
m ent reorganization bill which critics allege would give him dictatorial 
^pow ers. 
He said the bill, passed 
by the senate M onday by a slender 
m argin and up for debate in the 
house today, w as the ‘’culm ination 
of an effort started over 40 years 
ago to m ake the business and, 
i. e., the executive branch of the 
federal governm ent, m ore business­ 
like and m ore efficient. 
Seven or 
eight of m y im m ediate predeces­ 
sors in the presidency have recom ­ 
m ended reorganization m easures.” 
Mr. Roosevelt made copies of his 
*c\ter public some hours after the 
senate h a d debated heatedly his 
T uesday's press conference com ­ 
m ent on senate passage of the bill. 
Mr. Roosevelt said then th a t the 
senate had proved it could not be 
“purchased” 
by 
organized 
tele­ 
gram s based on m isrepresentation. 
H is use of the word “purchased” 
w as resented by a num ber of 
senators.

(U P) — The U nited States battle 
fleet com pleted w ar gam e m aneuv­ 
ers today and im m ediately began 
one of the g reatest searches in 
naval history for a bombing plane 
m issing since yesterday w ith six 
men aboard. 
Sixty-five surface vessels, 210 
planes from aircraft carriers and 
30 planes from the P earl H arbor 
naval base w ere odrered into the 
search.

Tragedy Second One 
The plant* w as the second th a t 
failed to return to its base safely 
yesterday. 
The first crashed with 
seven men aboard, killing a t least 
three. 
Member of the crew of the 
U. S. Avocet, an a ircraft tender, 
searched the w reckage for tw o 
more men whose bodies they be­ 
lieved were inside. 
The second plane had been dis­ 
patched 
on

m aneuvers in connection w ith the 
w ar gam es in the H aw aiian islands 
area. 
Naval headquarters

th at R ear Adm iral W alter R. Sex­ 
ton, com m ander of the destroyer 
battle force, had been placed in 
charge of the h u rt for the m issing 
plane.

problem in seeking to stabilize 
supplies, because of the wide fluc­ 
tuations in production from year 
to year. 
It is in the nation’s "bread bas­ 
ket” that droughts 
most 
often 
strike. 
When rains fall bumper 
crops overflow granaries and pile 
up on farms. 
Low 
prices 
force 
thousands of farmers into bank­ 
ruptcy. 
High wheat prices have caused 
farmers to break up the protective 
sod on millions of acres. Droughts 
and high winds have turned these 
acres into arid wastes, worthless 
for grazing m d dangerous to more 
fertile acres. 
Ideal Production Estimated 
The new farm act seeks to hold 
wheat supplies at about 900,000,- 
000 bushels through flexible lim i­ 
tation 
of 
acreage. 
M arketing 
quotas will be proposed when the 
supply exceeds 950,000,000 bushels. 
The farm act establishes a na­ 
tional wheat acreage allotm ent of 
62,500,000 this year. 
A fter this 
year the Secretary of Agriculture 
is required to announce acreage 
allotments for the next year not 
later than July 15. 
The acreage allotment must be 
such as the secretary 
estim ates 
will meet domestic requirements 
and exports and leave a reserve 
supply of 30 percent, taking into 
consideration the carry-over from 
previous crops 
In any *year in which the carry­ 
over plus predicted production ex­ 
ceeds normal consumption and ex­ 
ports by 35 percent, the secretary 
shall proclaim a marketing quota 
not later than May 15 for the cur­ 
rent year. 
Penalty Tax 15 Cents a Bushel 
The quotas remain in effect un­ 
less rejected by more than one- 
third of the growers voting in a 
referendum. A penalty of 15 cents 
a bushel will be collected upon 
each bushel marketed in excess of 
quotas. 
Farmers who do not exceed their 
acreage allotment will be paid a 
subsidy of 12 cents a bushel on the 
normal yield of the alloted acre­ 
age. Any planting between SO and 
IOC percent of the allotment will 
be paid for on the basis of IOO per­ 
cent. 
That is, a farmer 
vho had an 
allotment of IOO acres and planted 
only 80 would receive a subsidy of 
12 cents a bushel on the normal 
yield of IOO acres. 
For plantings 
below 80 percent of allotment the

is 
125

Each co-operating grower who 
plants in excess of his allotment 
will be penalized at 36 cents a 
bushel on the normal yield of each 
excessive acre.

Republicans have sought to put 
forth a “ harm ony” ticket and have 
given alm ost unanimous support 
for the senatorial nomination to 
Richard J. Lyons, member of the 
state house of representatives and 
a real estate dealer in a northern 
Illinois town. 
The G. O. P. is watching the 
Dem ocratic fight, hoping that the 
losing faction will give but luke­ 
w arm support to the winners, or 
that nomination of Igoe will throw 
m any downstate votes to Lyons in 
November to prevent election of 
another Chicagoan.

Lucas, the senatorial candidate 
of the Horner group, has raised 
the issue that Chicago and down­ 
state each should have a represen­ 
tative in the senate.

T H E R E is a curious situation regarding 
I 
that shipment of helium from Texas 


to Germany which was arranged for last 


year, after the Hindenburg had burned up. 
Arrangements were made by the Ger­ 


man government for obtaining from the 


helium wells near Houston about 20,000,- 


000 cubic feet of this non-inflamable gas, 


enough to fill three big Zeppelins. 
A 


German ship had arrived several months 


ago with containers to take away the gas. 


It was supposed that all the formalities 


had been complied with, but there deve­ 


loped a great deal of unexpected red tape. 


So far, not a can of the stuff has been 


shipped. 
The m atter has been a mystery, but 


lately an interesting explanation is given. 


Although various governmental authori­ 


ties had sanctioned the sale of the helium, 


the gas itself happens to be under the au­ 


thority of Harold Ickes, Secretary of the 


Interior, and it is said that Ickes simply 
refuses to give it his O. K. He is influenced 
apparently 
by 
recent 
developments 
in 
Germany, and doesn’t trust Hitler, and is 
afraid that, regardless of pledges, the 
German government would use the gas for 
military purposes. 
Between those two stubborn men it 
will be interesting to see how the problem 
works out. 
American sympathies will 
probably be with Secretary Ickes. 
There 
was popular support last year for selling 
Germany the gas, but Hitler’s recent poli­ 
cy, particularly his seizure of Austria has 
aroused general distrust of him in this 
country. 


' SCIENCES IGNORED 
I 
T is a strange fact that new discoveries 
and inventions in medicine and the 
more mechanical sciences are accepted by 
the 
public 
without question 
and 
are 
promptly used. 
New ideas from the social sciences, on 
the other hand, are generally received 
coldly, with superstition and prejudice. 
Their application is resisted so strongly 
that social progress lags far behind pro­ 
gress in other fields.

Lodge and Bridges began their Senate 


careers on even terms. 
But the fifteen

wrought great changes. 


Lodge still is a slim, straight and boy­ 


ishly dapper as he was when he took his 


seat. 
Bridges, 
only a 
few 
years 
his 


senior, has become fat and overfed, with 
pudgy jowls hanging over his collar and 
a taste for big, expensive cigars which he 
likes to show off to callers. 
Lodge, although the grandson of a 
famous Senator whose name he bears, is 
unassuming and unaffected. 
Bridges has 
developed a pomposity that has made him 
the laughing-stock of his colleagues and 
the press gallery. 
Lodge has made few speeches; and 
when he has talked has obviously been 
carefully prepared. 
Bridges is always 
sounding off. 
Next to Utah’s irrepressibly 
loquacious Senator King, Bridges is the 
most prolix and tiresome speaker in the 
chamber. 
“ A bagpipe tenor” was the way 
a Republican colleague once characterized 
his droning monotone.

LODGE S STR A TEG Y 


Lodge never makes an important move 
without experienced 
advice. 
This was 
illustrated in his handling of a secret plan 
to challenge the price-fixing schedules of 
the Bituminous Coal Commission. 
He con­ 
sidered demanding an investigation of the 
Commission, but instead of bursting into 
print, he first asked the advice of older 
Senate heads. 
They warned that a straight resolution 
for a coal probe would get nowhere, since 
the Administration would pigeonhole it fn 
committee. 
The wisest strategy, they ad­ 
vised, was to wait until the Coal Com­ 
mission’s appropriation came before the 
Senate and then open fire. 
Lodge adopted 
this shrewd course. 
In striking contrast, Bridges stormed 
into the TVA controversy like a berserk 
bull in a china closet. 
He filled the air with boisterous inti­ 
mations of corruption 
and 
mismanage­ 
ment, particularly making a terrific ado 
over an alleged jackass that the T. V. A. 
had bought for $2,500. 
The T. V. A. sup­ 
porters promptly threw Bridges for a loss 
by revealing that he had confused the 
jackass with a hoisting jack. 
The animal 
had cost $290, was sold for a profit of $60. 
The investigation of T. V. A. is being 
voted despite Bridges rather than because 


I of him, and chief result of his publicity* 
) seeking capers has been to exclude himself 
from any possibility of a place on the in­ 
vestigating committee.

“To a letter from a friend re­ 
ceived a few days ago, the Presi­ 
dent has replied in the letter which 
follows: The name of the corres­ 
pondent is purposely withheld be­ 
cause he did not write 
for 
pub­ 
licity purposes.” 
Mr. Roosevelt’s friend, the let­ 
ter revealed, had written him out 
of concern “over the charges in 
several newspapers that the reor­ 
ganization bill x x x would make 
me a dictator.” The President be­ 
gan by stating emphatically that 
he opposed dictatorships in general 
and denying that he sought one for 
himself. He then proceeded into 
his discussion of the reorganization 
bill.
